.Wickersham Commission 


Sees Great Difficulties 


in Enforcement

Washington —'(CPA) — Although 


the national commission on law ob 
servance and enforcement is to meet 
next Wednesday, it is not yet known 
"whether the commission "Will make 


[ 
any report prior to the November 
election. 


Whatever report is made would 


unquestionably be used, by the wets 
to their advantage at the moment 
because no secret exists as to what 
the Wickersham commission thinks 
about the difficulties of enforceing 
the 
Volstead law. Some reports 


ha\e it that the commission will 
some day say that the law is en- 
tirely unenforceable, though this ex- 
tieme position "seems hardly logical 
v.hen the preliminary report issued 
last year is examined. - 


The Wickersham commission has 


made an exhaustive study of the ob- 
stacles in the -way of prohibition en- 
forcement and there is no doubt that 
they are almost insuperable; but on 
the other hand it is not likely that 
any go%ernment commission will ev- 
er argue that the government is 
helpless to enforce its own laws. 


Relatively little effort has 
__ been 


made by the - commission to exam- 
ine the merits of prohibition itself, 
though" a mass ^of material onr the 
social and. economic^ effects , 


, hibrtio'n- has been-"gathered?" 


- JUDICIAL PRplBLEMS_. 


"jMost of the- commission's--time 
has been spent in studying the ju- 
dicial problems involved an the hand- 
ling of prohibition cases in -the 
courts. In other words, the strict- 
ly legal phases have been given most 
attention. The country on the other 
hand has manifested a deeper in- 
terest in the value of prohibition as 
a reform and in methods of regd- 
lating the liquor traffic. 


The fact that the Republican par- 


ty has been compelled in many stat- 
es to deal with a growing political 
tuength of the wet groups 
has 


made the course of the Hoover ad- 
ministration embarrassing. 


In Tsew Tork state, for instance, 


members of the president's cabinet 
and official family find themselves 
•\\orking for the election to the gov- 
ernorship of Charles HI Tuttle, wh 
has come out definitely for the re 
peal of the eighteenth amendmen 
and who has just announced tha 
he would not sign 'a. state enforce 
ment act even if the 
legislatur 


passed one. This is exactly the posi 
tion of 
former 
Governor Smith 


which was diametrically opposed to 
that of President Hoover in the 
1928 campaign. 


Obviously, the Republican part> 


from a national viewpoint is likelj 
to be drawn toward a middle posi 
tion as between repeal of the eigh- 
teenth 
amendment and revision. 


The Wickersham commission is in 
a position to lay the foundation lor 
a program for revision. It is not 
likely that the drys •will embrace 
any suggestion of change, though 
recently there have been indication: 
that the dry group is not altogether 
unanimous on this point- 


Certainly the findings of the Wick 


ersham commission -will have a pro- 
found effect on political alignment 
and particularly will afford Hepub- 
licans in wet states an opportunity 
to reconcile their position with, that 
of the Hoover administration, for it 
is taken for granted that whatever 
views 3Ir. Hoover has held before 
about prohibition, he •will subscribe 
io the report of the Wickersham 
commission and make it his own.

British commission of inquiry met 
secretly here today to investigate 
the-crash and destruction of the Bri- 
tish air le-viathan, 'K.-101, south of 
here Sunday morning, in one of the 
greatest air catastrophes of all time. 


Gendarmes guarded the doors of 


their meeting place and kept their 
deliberations strictly private. 
-Meanwhile, controversy raged as 
to how many persons were aboard 
the ship at the tune of the disaster 
and as to how many lives were lost. 


Beauvais police asserted they had 


accounted for 48 dead, of whom one 
possibly was a woman, out of 55 
aboard the craft. The air ministry 
at London reiterated in reply that 
there were 54 persons aboard, of 
whom 46 died within the dirigible, 
one died afterwards- and seven were 
saved. The air ministry denied that 
there was a woman aboard. 


Survivors of the disaster have in- 


sisted throughout that there were 58 
persons aboard, of whom .only eight 
jersons were saved,-one of these to 
die at dawn, today-of his wounds. 
Police said that 47 "bodies had been 
ecovered, to which had been added 
that o£-W. Q. TtadcSffe, rigger in 
the dirigible crew, who died today.

The two things which he believes 


may have caused the destruction of 
the British airship are barometer al 
timeters which measure the ship's 
altitude only in relation 
to condi- 


tions at the point of departure and 
the inflammable 
hydrogen which 


filled the bag. 


"The flying art," he said, "has a 


- most urgent need 
for a practical 


non-barometric altitude measuring 
device. It does seem possible that fly 
ing at an altitude in reality material 
ly below the belief of the snip's of 
ficers, the vertical 
currents of the 


squall might have forced the ship 
down onto the hill-top. With suffi- 
cient altitude at the start, airships 
often have been carried up and down 
safely in squalls. 


"That fire and explosion followed 


a high-speed crash of a hydrogen 
filled ship into a hill seems almost 
-unavoidable," he continued. "The 
loss of life and. the complete loss of 
the ship must be charged primarily 
to hydrogen, 
whatever led to the 


crash. Such a crash to a hehum- 
filled ship might not have been fatal 
to a single soul." 


Rosendahl, 
who now commands 


the navy's lighter than air school at

Enthusiasm Had Been Shat- 


tered by Sudden Death of 
His Mother 


Stockholm—MP)—Salomon-Auguste 


Andree, Swedish explorer, whose 
body is being brought home by the, 
sealing ship Bratvaag-, went into the 
Arctic with his enthusiasm for the 
expedition stattered by the death of 
,iis mother. 


When she died a few weeks be- 


fore the start of his ill-fated balloon 
xip into the north in 1897, he wrote 
hat he had lost all personal interest 
in his exploit. Apparently his frame 
of mind was quite fatalistic. 


That has been revealed in some 


of his personal writings here. "- 


'There is not a trace of personal 


oy any more," he wrote. "The orily 
hread that bound me with a wish 
to live has been severed." 


Andree always had been strongly 


attached to his mother, and she in 
turn did everything to encourage 
.iis interest in Arctic exploration. 
She was the daughter of a professor 
of mathematics 
and had 
been a 


teacher herself. 
, No other woman could take his 
mother's place as a source of inspi- 
ration, for Andree was opposed to 
;he idea of marriage. He believed a 
wife would hamper his freedom ,to 
engage in scientific -work, especially 
his balloon voyages, his sisters re- 
call. 


Since the explorer -was tall, hand- 


some, briliant of speech and decid- 
edly masculine, he had many women 
admirers, but he deliberately kept 
hem all at a distance. 


"As soon as I feel a few heart- 


eaves 
sprouting." " Andree 
once 


wrote, "I take care to pull them up 
>y the roots ... but I know that if 


'. allowed such a "feeling to live it 
would become so strong I would not 
dare surrender to It. 


"I am supposed not to "understand 


ove,' but I have not yet seen a man 
ove in such a way as I intend it, 
and-1 feel women are easily satisfied 
n that respect." 


Another 
time he wrote in * his 


notebook: 


'They (women) are at first sight 


interesting, then they become tire- 
some, next unpleasant and finally 
. . unbearable." 
Andree did have an academic in- 


terest in women, however. 


He believed industrial 
progress 


had done more to liberate them, than 
all political measures for equality and 
wrote several magazine articles on 
the education of women. 


"I am told," he once wrote, "that 


those who have done most in liter- 
ature for the emancipation of •wo- 
men are Francois Fourier (French 
socialist), Maruis de Condorcet (early 
French advocate of state education) 
and John Stuart Mill (English econ- 
omist). 


'Against Fourier I 
offer Ark- 


•wright, inventor of the spinning ma- 
chine, against 
Condorcet. 
Cart- 


wright, inventor of the economical 
loom, and against Mill I place Howe,, 
inventor of the sewing machine."

RAILROAD PROSPERITY 


"President 'Sargent' of t'He Chicago 


and Northwestern Railway' company- 
told the American Bankers association 
at its closing business session that the 
government's 
transportation policy 


threatens the future welfare of the 
railroads. Mr. Sargent is an impor- 
tant railway executive presiding over 
the destinies of one of the great trans- 
portation systems of the country. He 
is a student of transportation economy 
and an up-to-date ^railway executive. 
The public has respect for his opin- 
ions. . 


It must be apparent'^-to any observer 


• that the railroads have had hard sled- 


r ding during the last decade, or since 


their emancipation from the disastrous 
experiences of government operation 
during and just after the war. For 
more than 30 years they have been 
subjected to political attack and elab- 


"x>rate regulation by legislation. They 
-have paid the mistakes of poor oper- 
ating policies and disreputable financ- 
ing in the past, with interest. They 
have had a tough struggle to meet 
competition created by the phenome- 
nal development of the motor. _ Today, 
as Mr. Sargent states, they are sub- 
jected to constant pressure, for low- 
ered rates, and their earnings are lim- 
ited. 


Despite all this we wonder if 


Mr. Sargent is correct in his as- 
sumption that government interference 
is entirely responsible for whatever 
of drab there may, be in the railway 
landscape. We do not think the pub- 
lic is impressed by the resourceful- 
ness displayed by the railroads in meet- 
ing some of the problems thrust upon 
them by modern changes and which 
were a test of their own enterprise. 
Some of the larger transportation sys- 
tems are meeting the challenge of the 
times with more or less success, and 
we think they are working out their 
future satisfactorily. Many railroads, 
however, have almost thrown up the 
sponge and have failed to stay the in- 
roads of motor and water competition 
by rearranging and improving their ser- 
vice and by bettering their equipment. 
There is, it seems to us, a mixture 
of responsibility between the govern- 
ment and the railroads themselves. 


When prohibition came some brew- 


ers reconstructed their plants into 
profitable manufacture of other com- 
modities. When the railroads were 
hard bit by economic evolution and po- 
litical constriction, it was primarily up 
to them to grapple with adverse con- 
ditions and resolve them In their favor. 
It may be contended that this was im- 
possible or that-they-have done all in 
their" power in this direction and have 
failed, but we do not think either pro- 
position is correct. The people of the 
United States do not wish to ruin the 
railroads, A few politicians want gov- 
ernment ownership and believe that by 
harassing the railways they can bring 
it about, but the Lord has watched 
over this nation in "many ways and is 
likely to spare it this calamity. We are 
inclined to think that if the railroads 
do their full par± the people will meet 
them half way and that they will even- 
tually come into their own. In fact 
there can be no other ending if the 
railroads are to be owned and operated 
privately. 


The public will not take seriously 


Mr. Sargent's objections to govern- 
ment development of inland water- 
ways. It as the settled policy of the na- 
tion and will be continued regardless 
of opposition "by the railroads or any 
other interests. Waterway develop- 
ment is not in any sense an attack up- 
on the railways. Xeilher is at a sub- 
sidized form of transportation at the 
expense of the railroads. It is a per- 
fectly legitimate exercise oi federal au- 
thority and perfect]}' proper use of 
federal funds. To attack the develop- j 


ment of inland waterways is not going 
to promote the interests of the rail- 
roads. On the contrary it will only 
create public prejudice against them. 
They have to meet water competition 
by their own genius. The railroads will 
find in the end that waterway devel- 
opment will increase their tonnage 
and contribute to their prosperity. 


REVOLUTIONARY DAYS 


There is something extremely in- 


teresting about the impending cele- 
bration of the 150th anniversary of the 
battle of Kings Mountain, in 
South 


Carolina. 
Anything connected with 


the revolution is interesting, "to begin 
with. Despite the efforts of the de- 
bunking school of historians, most of 
us persist in looking on that era as 
a sort of golden age, when men and is- 
sues were sketched in clear colors, ei- 
ther "definitely white or unmistakably 
black. We enjoy any kind of public 
celebration that takes us back to 
those days. 
Even more appealing, 


though, is that queer, inexplicable 
sense of.quaintness, of story-book pa- 
geantry, 
that an affair like this at 


Kings Mountain brings to us. Going 
back to that far-off battle is like look- 
ing at something through the wrpng 
end of a pair of field glasses. Every- 
thing seems reduced. The colors are 
clear, but the figures are tiny. 
- Kings Mountain was one of the de- 
cisive combats of the revolution. 
It 


altered Lord Cornwallis' southern cam- 
paign so materially that his final cap- 
ture at Yorktown was its logical corol- 
lary. In its way, it^was as important 
to the colonial cause as Saratoga. But 
what a small scale it was pitched on! 
Colonel Ferguson, the British com- 
mander, had only a little better than 
1,000 soldiers in his command. 
The 


mountaineer 
levies that 
swarmed 


down on him were about equal in num- 
ber. At.the end of the battle the Brit- 
ish had "suffered -334 casualties, exclu- 
sive of prisoners; ^the Americans had 
lost 90 men. 


It is hard to realize that such' a di- 


minutive conflict could have helped 
settle the destinies of the two greatest 
nations on earth today. In the Civil 
war a fight of that size would have 
been little more than a skirmish; in the 
World war it would have passed' ut- 
terly unnoticed. Yet few American 
armies have fought to better effect than 
that-apny at Kings Mountain. Con-^, 
sider, too, the old-fashioned pictur- 
esq'ueness of the thing: The British, in 
their red coats with white facings, 
were on the summit of the 'mountain; 
thev colonials, in buckskin shirts" and 
cbonskin 
caps, came up in a long, 


steady line. Everything was quite in 
the old, colored-lithograph manner, 
'with officers waving their swords and 
platoons going into action in solid, 
shoulder-to-shoulder ranks. Try com- 
paring that with a modern battle 
scene! 


Yet the fighting that day was quite 


as bitter as' anything in 1918. The man 
who got killed by a round bullet from 
a 
revolutionary 
flint-lock 
became 


quite as dead as the doughboy of the 
World war who was blown to bits by 
a high-explosive shell. That battle 
looks quaint, at this distance, but it 
had no quaintness for the men who 
took part in it. Today, though, it is 
interesting to look back on. The cere- 
monies at Kings Mountain attract us 
because they recreate for us the image 
of a vanished day. And it may be 
that it is good for us to realize that 
some of the foundation stones of mod- 
ern bigness were very tin}-. 
-. 


CAUGHT, BUT NOT PUNISHED 


The Chicago and Cook County Bank- 


ers' association has issued a protest— 
not, evidently, without some justifica- 
tion—against the unusual delay that 
has marked the disposal of the cases 
of three convicted bandits. 


In January of 1929 six men invaded 


a Chicago bank, killed a watchman and 
got away with S800. Two days later 
they were captured and they confessed, 
also implicating themselves in 60 other 
robberies. In April they were tried 
and convicted; three -were sentenced 
to life imprisonment and three were 
sentenced to death. 


Then the law's delays began to op- 


erate for the condemned men. A 
score of stays of execution were issued. 
The supreme court heard the case two 
times. Intercessions were made to the 
governor. And now, 17 months after 
their conviction, the three condemned 
men have been granted a. second hear- 
ing by the Board of Pardons and Pa- 
roles on their plea of clemency. 
. 
This chain of events speaks for it- 


self. Hard as it is to catch a hoodlum 
in Cliicago, it seems to be even harder 
to do an} thing effective to him after 
you "have caught him.

BIRTH OF WESOTNGHOUSE 


October. 6, 1846,' George Westinghouse, 


American inventor' and engineer, famous for his 
invention of the air brake, was born at Central 
Bridge, N. Y. 


His father was a large manufacturer of agri- 


cultural machinery and, brought up in this en- 
vironment, 
George showed inventive and me- 


chanical genius at an early age. 


In the Civil War, young Westinghouse joined 


the "Union army. Later he became assistant en- 
gineer in_ the "United States navy. On his return 
to Schnectady, where he went to receive his ele- 
mentary education, young Westinghouse entered 
Union ColUge and- attended to the end of his 
sophomore year. 


At the age of 22 he introduced the Westing- 


house air brake, now in universal use. He sub- 
sequently centered his attention on railroad im- 
provements and made inventions on railway sig- 
nals, steam and gas engines, steam turbines and 
electrical machinery. He was the pioneer in in- 
troducing into America alternating-current ma- 
chinery, which rendered possible the greatf devel- 
opment of water power for long distance elec- 
trical transmission.

IT IS, WHOOPING COUGH 


BEFORE THE WHOOP. 


Since whooping cough is most com- 


municable in the "catarrhal stage" 
several days before tne characteris- 
tic- whoop develops it is obviously of 
great importance to isolate the pati- 
ent an this stage, as a means of pre- 
venting the spread of the disease. 
But a positive diagnosis of whooping 
cough must be made before we can 
insist on such isolation, in the pres- 
ent low state" of public conscience 
about public health. We have a meth- 
od which enables us to make the 
positive diagnosis before the whoop 
in almost every instance wnere the 
method is used. This is the cough 
plate culture. 


A suitable pabulum or culture me- 


dium, is prepaied from, potato, glycer- 
in, agar and blood serum, and some 
of this sterile jelly poured into plates 
called petri dishes. Such a target is 
held 3 or four inches before the 


^ when the patient has one of 


the suspicious expulsive coughs. If 
no voluntary or natural coughing 
spell occurs, the cough is excited by 
tickling the throat or other means. 
The culture plate is then incubated 
48 hours. The Bordet-Gengou bacil- 
lus, specific germ, of whooping cough, 
gives a characteristic growth on the 
plati, readily distinguished from the; 
colonies of other germs commonly^ 
present in the throat or sputum. Of 
course, the'absence of these typical 
colonies does not prove the patient 
has no whooping cough, for some- 
times the plate is not well enough 
coughed upon or the cough is not 
sufficiently expulsive to bring out 
the germ laden spray from the bron- 
chial region. In practice the plates 
give a positive diagnosis in the great 
majority of cases, and should be a 
routine measure of every health de- 
partment, as is the use of diphtheria 
culture in the diagnosis of diphthe- 
ria- 


Some 
children and » adults who 


have whooping cough never whoop. 
In such, cases the cough plate cul- 
ture, if employed earlj-v in the ill- 
ness, may clinch the diagnosis and 
prevent the spread of the disease to 
many unwitting victims. 


On the other hand, some persons 


suffer with an explosive or spasmo- 
dic 
cough, suggesting 
•whooping 


cough, which is of innocent charac- 
ter, that is, not whooping cough and 
not communicable. 


A nimportant lesson for many lay- 


men to learn is that whooping cough 
is most communicable in ths "catarr- 
hal stage" lasting a week or ten 
da>s before the 
whoop develops. 


From the time of infection to the 
beginning' of slight cough and mild 
fever is called the incubation, and 
this is usually a week or ten days. 
After the whoop begins the disease 
continues to be communicable for 
not more than three or four weeks. 
In most communities the "quaran- 
tine" or isolation period fixed by pub- 
lic health ordinance is 30 days, tho 
in many places no isolation-period 5s 
specified and in some the health law 
requires only that the child be kept 
from school or other public satiier-

Every two hours in the-early stage 
of the inflammation apply to the in- 
flamed skin, as a_^vash or lotion, ,a 
mixture of tincture" of iron .chloride 
and water, that is, after the first 
few days, photographers-hypo is a 
good remedy—this may be applied 
as a wet dressing on bandages. Use 
a solution of from 1% to 2 ounces 
of hyposulphite of soda in a pint of 
water, and keep the "bandage con- 
stantly wet with it..

set, a doctor up to date, he can ad- 
minister a hypodermic injection of a 
suitable poison ivy extract, one dose,

They have 
had their usual difficulty of some 
sellers at least being tardy in actu- 
ally enforcing a price stand whereby 
there is some cut-price-business still 
to be executed, and 
this naturally 


has an adverse effect, competitors of 
' consumers having cheap material in- 


sisting upon being put on the; same 
basis. 


There is room for suspicion that 


some recent estimates of the rate of 
steel production have 
been a little 


too high, 
particularly 
estimates 


which showed more than 10 per cent 
increase over tivj tonnage rate of 
July. It is particularly 
difficult to 


analyze the situation in detail, for 
the reason that the lines of large 
steel consumption do not in the ag- 
gregate show any increase but per- 
haps rather a little decrease. There 
is left a large miscellaneous list of 
consumers who may be doing just a 
little Jsetter all around.

' Almost no one in authority lays 
any significance to the fact that 
smoking was permitted aboard tha 
Rl6l, the first llghter.than-alr craft 
on which this has been a privilege. 
Use of crude oil for fuel instead of 
gasoline, and fire proofing of a room 
in one section of the .ship were con- 
sidered to have made this possible. 
It was not-believed that precautions 
taken against accident

smoking- could have failed. 


Tho dirigible's lack of buoyancy 


may have been due to rain gathering 
on the sides of the envelope, but ob- 
servers recalled that at departure 
from Cardington the ship rose only

Inability to the dirigible to ma- 


neuver in the last few minutes of 
Its flight may have/ been due, some 
thought, to damage by the atorm, 
such as loan of a fin, which made 
the tail of the .ship unwieldly.

"Taking everything into considera- 


tion, I should say Matty was the 
greatest," Mack"once told me, turn- 
ing over carefully in his mind the 
memories of a half century in the 
game.

A fall cleaning: for henhouses, ac- 


cording to County Agent Gus Sell 
is more and more becoming a regular 
part of tho poultry sanitation pro- 
gram. 
During: the busy summer 


months tho henhouse is oft times 
neglected. 
By fall to one's own 


amazement, dust, dirt, feathers, and 
filth have invaded tho house gener- 
ally and somehow unnecessary boxes 
and barrels will be found cluttering 
the corners. 


J. G. Ilalpin, head of the poultry 


department at the Wisconsin college 
of agriculture, strongly favors a fall 
cleaning of the henhouse. "When 
doing the fall cleaning, one may 
well take inventory of tho equipment 
for there are only five pieces of fur- 
niture necdeJ in the henhouse and 
those five aro roosts, nests, feed hop- 
per, 
-vvaterer, and feed storage bin. 


All other material 
such as 
extra 


boxes, empty barrels with ashes, and 
other litter should bo taken out."

This Business Alone Bright- 


ens Prospects of Steel In- 
dustry

Washington. — Replacements iu 


"pipe lines and tubular coeds made bj 
tho steel 'industry and affiliates wil 
involve expenditure of approximate 
ly $100,000,000 
in tho next year 


This sum will bo spent in replacing 
pipe lines whcih, have corroded lr 
tho last 12 months, without regard to 
tho increase in original lines all un- 
"der ground and which in turn will 
become subject to this trcmendou 
•replacement requirement. 


This is sufficient in itself to ex- 


plain the recent moves by tho Uni 
ted States Steel Corporation and of 
the chief independents 
to acquire 


subsidiaries manufacturing tubular 
products. The. new business in this 
line in the last ninth 
months has 


been sufficient to keep the steel in- 
dustry on a sound basis through a 
period of unusual depression. What 
it will be able to do for the industry 
in good times is still a matter of con- 
jecture, but the outlook is extraordi- 
narily bright. 


There are buried underground in 


tha United" States, according- to the 
bureau of standard's," 300,000 miles' of 
pipe line. Tho loss by corrosion, alone 
to those lines is estimated at' $10 O',- 
000,000 a year. 
• The bureau is making strenuous 
efforts to induce adoption of methods 
which will cut this loss through, se- 
lection of proper types of pipe ma- 
terials and application of adequate 
protective measures. Corrosive soils 
are the chief cause of loss.

reau. Public Utilities' are furnishing 
sites for experiment and 
labor for 


burying and removing epoclmena, 
while manufacturing 
concerns arc 


donating materials. 


CONDUCT TESTS 


Through these experiments it will 


be possible to dctermlno accurately 
tho span ot life of plpo lines passing 
through certain soils under certain 
conditions. Nearly 20,000 specimens 
of iron, steel, wood brass, copper and 
alloy plpo arc under observation, as 
well as a largo number of insulating 
and coating materials. 


Reduction in the cost of maintain- 


ing pipo lines is expected to result in 
the cheapening of the products, such 
as gas, oil, and 'water, which tliej 
carry.

Protection of pipe lines costs from 


a few dollars to $1,000 a mile a. year 
In tho cast tho acidity of clay soil 
is a main corrosive factor. Furthe 
west, soils arc in most 
localitlc 


neutral or alkaline in their action. 


But most pipe lines carry electri 


cal currents induced 
from variou: 


causes and tho 
corrosion occur; 


where those currents leave the. lines 
Some are affected by power lines and 
by tho currents used to-drive clec 
trie-railways. Some currents arc sen 
crated- on tho surface and penetrate 
to tho lines. 


.A pipe lino owner concentrates his 


insulating 
efforts 
at the point 


where the currents originate. The 
protective measures against soil ac 
tion involve use of largo" quantities 
of coal tar, pitch and asphalt, greases 
and paints and bituminous,, mater! 
a-ls. Tho textile- industries arc bene 
fitted by tho use of wrappings of 
cotton or felt to maintain the bitunv 
inous protection in'place.

These low tra- 
veling .rates are bringing the unem- 
ployed to large eastern1 cities in daily 
thousands.

The ci- 
ties at that time did not bear the 
"brunt of the care of the unemploy- 
ed. They do now. Just a. day or two 
of cheap bus travel will take any un- 
fortunate from the bleak domain of 
an -unfeeling country sheriff to the 
comparatively hospitable big' city 
municipal lodging- hoirse. 


With a nip of cool fall -weather,

The children were with their 
"mothers, all vagrant children being 
sent to the children's society..

were produced in the-United States 
last year, according to figures com- 
piled by the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics, United states Department 
of agriculture.

pounds of butter produced in' r4,141 
factories, and the 483,933,000 pounds 
of .'cheese, production of other dairy 
products amounted- , to 
401,718,000 


pounds of condensed milk, 1,804,9 30,-

575,000 pounds o£ powdered 
skim 


milk, and 264,618,000. gallons of. Ice 
cream. 


These figures cannot be fully com- 


pared with the 1928 figures, for a 
more complete collection of produc- 
tion statistics was achieved in 1929 
than in 1328. During the previous 
year, 3,925 factories reported produc- 
tion of 1,487,049,000 pounds of cream- 
ery butter. The bureau estimates

cheese, and 10,000,000 gallons of ice 
cream were added to the 1929 report 
as a result of the effort it put into 
collection of last year's statistics. 


The same governmental bureau re- 


ports that prices of dairy products 
were -4 points higher on Sept. 15 
than on Aug. 15, but were still 16 
points lower than on Sept. 15, 1929.
